Some of the critics, for ex- 
ample, seemed angry because 
the Atlanta newspapers, while 
largely held by Georgians, are 
owned in majority by a distin- 
guished citizen of Ohio, a friend 
and confidant of Woodrow Wil- 
son, whom Georgians loved so 
well, and a presidential nominee 
of the Democratic party with the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt as his 


running mate. Yet, the bills were | 


irrefutably drawn with the hope 
of some sort of revenge against 


newspapers in Columbus, Macon | 


and Augusta.

LAKE SUCCESS, Feb. 13—The

This resolu- 
tien concerned. the Soviet charge 
that American planes had made 
over 1,000 air sorties over Man- 
churia, ‘killing “numerous” -Chi- 
nese citizens. 

Ernest A. Gross, answering for 
the U. S., said that “the nation— 
and the only nation—which con- 
trols many thousands of square 
miles of territory which were 
once Chinese is not the United 
States but the Soviet Union.” 

This was a reference to the 
charges, first made a year ago by 
Secretary of State Acheson, that 
the Soviet Union had “detached” 
parts of China, namely regions 
of Sinkiang and Manchuria.

Half Million ‘Soviet Charge -Exonerates 


Chief Ellis 


Fulton County Grand Jury 
Tuesday night exonerated Fulton 
Chief of Police Neal Ellis of all 
charges that he is responsible for 
a “law breakdown” in the county. 


Its decision followed a special 
seven-hour session during which 
it studied files of information sub- 
mitted by both Ellis and Criminal 
Court Solicitor John I. Kelley, 
who made the charge. 

The presen esentment was 
made to Superior Court Judge 
Jesse M.. Wood.at.6p.m. by Gra 
Jury foreman Claude C. Mason, 
Jr. It stated: 


“The Grand Jury feels it has 
made a full and complete investi- 
gation of all charges made and 
finds that none of the charges 
‘made by Solicitor Kelley have 
been substantiated by the evi- 
dence,” 


Jury then concluded: 


“We therefore completely exon- 
erate Fulton County Chief of 
Police Nea] Ellis.” 


The special investigating pane! 
of the Grand Jury entered its ses- 
sion at 10:30 a. m. in Fulton 
Courthouse. Both - Kelley and 
Ellis: appeared before the panel, 
armed with bulky files of infor- 
mation. 


The specific charges under study 
were: 


1. “Law ‘enforcement in the 
county where organized crime is 
concerned has broken down on ac- 
count of the failure of the county 
Chief of Police Neal Ellis to make 
arrests of notorious violators in 
the field of organized crime.” 

2. “That the Chief failed to ‘give 
undivided allegience to the en- 
forcement of law in the county.’ ” 


Charges were made by Solicitor 
Kelley following raids on several 
establishments sponsoring “lot- 
tery” machines. Raids were made 
a week ago. Charged with lottery 
following the raids were seven 
restaurant and grill owners, in- 
cluding Fulton Police Lt. E. W. 
“Hub” Wilson. Ellis suspended 
Wilson from the force following 
the charge. 


In .still another case growing 
out of the raids, Mrs. George 
Tumlin, wife of Fulton Police Lt. 
George Tumlin, was originally 
listed by Kelley as owner and oper- 
ator of the Peachtree Grill, from 
which one machine was taken, but 
later was exonerated of any 
charges when it was revealed the 
establishment was leased to a tl. ‘rd 
person prior to the raids. 

The gambling raids touched off 
an open war against the sale of 
mixed drinks in night clubs and 
private clubs. Following the Tues- 
day sweeps on eight restaurants, 
Sheriff A. B. “Bud” Foster ordered 
all sales of mixed drinks stopped 
and informed private clubs to 
“lock-up” all. lottery machines on 
the premises.

United Press Correspondent Ru- 
therford M. Poats reported from 
8th Army headquarters that ene- 
my attacks three miles north of 
Wonju drove into the UN lines 
that had pulled back to an undfs- 
closed point from Hoengsong, 10 
miles to the north. 


Poats said the Communists ex- 
panded their counterattack to the 
west, driving three UN units off 
the hills north of Ichon to deepen 
their pocket below the Han River. 

And below Seoul they infil- 
trated through UN lines within 
small arms range of a UN com- 
mand post 10,000 yards behind the 
front, only to be virtually anni- 
hilated. 


The pre-dawn attack across ‘the

The 8th Army communique re- 
ported two major banzai attacks 
on the Chipyong defenders—one 
at 10:40 p. m. Tuesday and an- 
other at 3:30 a. m.—with other en- 
emy attacks nine miles north of 
Ichon, between Chipyong and 
Seoul, causing Allied troops to fall 
back. 

In the first banzai attack the 
Chinese and NertH Koreans 
charged for 4% hours in wave aft- 
er wave, striving to overrun the 
Allied base and unhinge the west- 
ern end of the front. 


The storming of Chipyong and 
the drive on Wonju renewed the 
Communist offensive which had 
thrown the U. S. 10th Corps back 
12 miles or more along the main 
highway down the mountain spine 
of Central Korea. 


Field dispatches reported fight- 
ing two and a half miles west of 
Wonju. At that point Communist 
troops would be 20 miles south of 
the high water mark of the Allied 
advance above Hoengsong.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 — (4). 
Many persons reduce their taxes 
by deducting expenses for travel 
on business for their employers. 
* You can claim out-of-town 
business travel expenses and in 
addition take non-business de- 
ductions either taking the standard 
allowance, amounting to 10 per- 
cent of your income, or itemizing 
your non-business deduetions and 
taking the total of those items. 

Business travel expenses are 
subtracted from your gross in- 
come to get adjusted gross income. 
You list travel expenses on a sepa- 
rate sheet of paper and fasten it 
securely to Form 1040. : 

You can claim travel-expense 
deductions on either short Form 
1040 or Long Form 1040. There is 
no place for travel deductions on 
Form 1040-A, the simplified yel- 
low sheet. 

The eost of lodging and meals 
ean be deducted along with rail- 
road, airplane, bus and steamship 
fares. You can also can deduct 
taxi fares, cost of baggage trans- 
fer and storage, porter charges 
and tips in reasonable amounts. 

You can deduct the cost of 
business travel by auto, such as 
gasoline, oil, car repairs, garage 
rent. Other necessary auto opera- 
tion and upkeep expenditures are 
deductible. 

If you have auto or other trans- 
portation expenses in connection 
with work in your home town, 
they can be itemized among 
“miscellaneous” deductions on 
Page 3, Form 1040. If you itemize 
such deductions you cannot take 
the standard 10 per cent allowance 
because that would be repeating 
your deduction allowance. 

Some workers can deduct “re- 
imbursed expenses” along with 
business travel expenses. They 

are workers whose employers in- 
clude expense money allowance as 
part of employees’ salary or wages 
when they: report employes’ in- 
come to the Government.

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Not Russia—Not Yet, Anyhow! 


While the State House of Representa- 
tives was demonstrating a courageous and 
commendable unwillingness to be pres- 
sured into passing short-sighted spite leg- 
islation, Georgia’s Gov. Herman Talmadge 
yesterday pushed through the Senate pu- 
nitive measures ostensibly directed against 
newspapers in the five larger cities of the 
State, one of which, if allowed to stand, 
will have devastating results on Geovgia’s 
industrial and business future. - 

If it should get by the House of Repre- 
sentatives and be sustained by the courts, 
as punitive measures rarely are, it would 
strike at dozens of business mergers, pur- 
chases and consolidations which have been 
legally brought about under existing State 
laws in the past five years. 

It is directed in particular, according to 
its supporters, at newspaper consolidations 
in Macon and Atlanta. But it is much more 
than a vindictive antinewspaper bill. 

Since 1945, for example, two banks at 
Rockdale have been merged; three banks 
in Atlanta have been acquired by a larger 
one; the Reynolds Metal Company, has ac- 
quired a plant at Savannah; numerous bus 
and truck lines have consolidated; rail- 
roads have leased or taken over others; 
textile companies in Georgia have merged 
other Georgia plants; textile corporations 
in other states have bought and merged 
mills in the State. These are but 2 few of 
many. 

All of these transactions have been dic- 
tated by the costs of today, yet they have 
beriefited Georgia by bringing new capital 
and by creating additional jobs and pay- 
rolls. None. is a monopoly. 

If the House concurs in this bill, and 
if, as is believed most unlikely, the courts 
should sustain such a patently vindictive 
monstrosity, then no business seeking to 
invest in a Georgia plant would dare come 
to Georgia.

Certainly the newspapers of Georgia 
will continue to be free, depending upon 
the Constitution of the United States, and 
the integrity of the State courts to defend 
citizens and business against punitive at-

GEORGIA EDITORS SAY: 
Threats to the Free Press 


The Dawson News 


The Talmadge Administration has introduced and is sponsoring 
in the Legislature three bills which, in effect, would tend to curb 
the freedom of the press. We think these bills are unconstitutional 
on their face, but what disturbs us—with so many important jobs 


to be done—is that the Administration should stoop to such puni- 
tive measures. 


| It is no secret that the Administration is, and has been, feuding 
with a few of the daily newspapers in Georgia. And it is no secret 
that by and large these bills are aimed at those newspapers, but 


what is important is that what affects one newspaper affects 
them all. 


' Here is what the Administration is trying to de by law: 


(1) Dissolve “newspaper monopolies.” That’s aimed squarely 
at The Atlanta Journal and Constitution. 


(2) To make newspapers subject to libel suits in all Geor- 
gia counties in which they have a certain stipulated circulation. 
This would affect practically every daily and weekly news- 
paper in Georgia. 


(3) To make newspapers “subject to regulation by the 
State.” And there’s the “nigger in the woodpile.” 


. Under this bill, newspapers would be required to publish with- 
out charge replies, answers or explanations by PUBLIC OFFI- 
CIALS*, to publish criticism in the same size type, on the same 
page, in the same position, and with the same size headline when 
demanded by the PUBLIC OFFICIALS*. (*Capital letters are 
ours. ) 


In our personal experience of publishing a newspaper over 
a-period of many years, our columns have been open not only to 
PUBLIC OFFICIALS, but to citizens in every walk of life to 
express their legitimate and lawful views and, knowing Georgia 
newspapermen as we do, we cannot conceive of a single one of 
them denying this right to anvone. 


The possibilities of abuse under this bill are beyond calcula- 
tion. Entire editions of newspapers could be devoted exclusively 
to publication of “answers or explanations by public officials” to 
some charges which they thought critical. '

throttle the newspapers. Newspapers don’t need a law to force 
them to open their columns to all who may feel aggrieved at 
something appearing in their columns. 


It is rare criticism of newspapers has any basis. It would be a 
most unhealthy situation if the public couldn’t be informed of 
errors, defaults and misconduct of its public officials. Freedom of 
speech is the right of all, but that right does not permit unjust 
and baseless criticism. For that the libel law is the aggrieved one’s 
remedy. 


Publicity is the greatest weapon truth possesses. It is rare, if 
ever, a reputable newspaper wilfully misrepresents any person, 
causes or action. As long as an official acts righteously, and as 
long as a cause is just and proper, there need be no fear of the 
newspapers.

The fditors: Recently there have been pub- 
lished several claims as the origin of the first 
erphanage for Negro children in Georgia. 

Newton County has claimed this priority 
since the Spring of 1884, when Dinah Watts Pace, 


_ Negro school] teacher, took charge of two orphan 


girls. She died during the latter part of Janu- 
ary, 1933, after having cared for and schooling 
465 girls and 235 boys. 

After her death, the late Henry Branham of 
Covington gave to the Associated Press a story 
of her accomplishments and I quote in part from 
The New York Times: “Dinah Watts Pace was

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born in Athens, Ga., Jan. 9, 1853, a slave of the 


. Alexander family, well known in Georgia his- 


tory. She in some way went to school and later 
to the Atlanta University, where she graduated 
in 1883. She then went to Covington to teach, 
but always she was interested in religion and 
the. welfare of her fellowman. 

“Once she told me that in the beginning of 
her work with children she took as a motto a 
song sung at her graduation, ‘We Are Inching 
Along,’ which cheered and redoubled her ef- 
forts. 

“In the Spring of 1884 two little girls were 
left orphans. She took them under her care. 
She rented one room of a two-room cabin and 
her furniture conststed maini, of dry goods 
boxes, and for cooking utensils she used a large 
pot, an oven and a long-handle frying pan. 

“One day after she had kept ‘inching along’ 
and praying, a stranger came to see her and 
after seeing her desire to help others put her 
in touch with a Mrs. A. C. Reed, of Manchester, 
Vt., who gave her $1,000. With this and addi- 
tional help from Georgia friends, she was able 
to build a 10-room house and named it ‘the Reed 
House and School,’ Later she purchased a farm 
on the outskirts of Covington and on this the 
children did all of the necessary work. 

“For some time she had as many as 90 
girls in her home, but after a fire destroyed the 
girls’ dormitory in 1917 she took only boys. 

“The records show that all of these have been 
law-abiding citizens and through her efforts 
Newton County has been wonderfully blessed, 
for she took boys and girls off the streets and 
from homes without parents and turned out 
self-respecting men and women..” 

This story was widely published at the time 
and it created more than usual interest.

for one Mark Gayn, a writer who was employed 
by Field’: Chicago paper called The Sun. Gaynh 
was one of the men who had been arrested.

Pearson began te get in his licks for the 
Amerasia group five days after the arrests.

Continuing to discredit the Government’s 
ease, minimize the offense and exculpate the 
accused, Pearson wrote further: 


“The Commerce Department and the Federal 
Economic Administration long have disliked the 
State Department’s policy of making everything 
‘secret. Common wisecrack is that one diplo- 
mat even stamped his telephone directory ‘con- 
fidential.’ | : 

“Just as bad as the State Department is the 
Office of Strategic Services, nicknamed the ‘Oh, 
So Secret.’ The young military men- working in 
Europe and Asia for the OSS have done one of 
the truly great jobs of the war.

For State Parks 


: Vast expansion of Georgia’s State Parks is 
“7 called for under the $206,000,000 Appropriations 
“ me Bill as passed by the House, and pending in 
the Senate. A total spending of nearly one million dollars for 
parks is provided in the “regular” and “contingent” sections of 
the bill. 

The Parks Department doesn’t .group all of the development 
plans under its own budget. In so far as the Parks Department 
itself is concerned, its operational costs are being reduced from 
the present $366,500 to $310,000. 

But special appropriations are asked to develop various parks. 

In the “regular” section of the budget, $106,000 is provided again 
next year for the development of the Veterans Memorial Park 
at Lake Blackshear. 
A special allotment of $100,000 is made to maintain Jekyll 
Island—this is in addition to the plans to build a toll bridge to 
Jekyll Island. A special allotment, for one time only, of $25,000 
is made to Chehaw Park. Another such special allotment, for 
one time only, of $20,000 is made to Jefferson Davis Park. All of 
these are in the “regular” section of the budget. 


‘Contingents’ Over in the “contingent” section, which is to 
be paid in event the proposed sales tax pays 
off better than the Budget Commission anticipates, are several 
other parks projects. There is an appropriation of $250,000 for 
the development of White County Park, Indian Springs and 
Allatoona State Park. There is an additional $50,000 for an Alla- 
toona Park. And there are allotments of $100,000 for Black Rock 
Park in Rabun County and $25,000 for Sitton’s Gulch in Dade 
County.’ 
Pending in the General Assembly is a request for a $1,000 to 
$2,500 pay raise for the director of the State Parks Department. 
Meanwhile, plans are being speeded for development of what 
could be the major parks attraction in the State—the -Confederate 
Memorial Park at Stone Mountain. This would be financed by 
revenue certificates, and the debt repaid by tolls. 


. ° Another department that is growing, under the 
Growing pending Appropriations Bill, is the Department of 
Commerce. When it was originated during the Arnall adminis- 
tration under the name of the Agricultural and Industrial Develop- 
ment Board, this department spent a maximum in one year of 
$206,000. 

Gov. Talmadge replaced this board with the Department of 
Commerce, and slashed its budget to $50,000. This has grown 
to $100,000 at present. The new Appropriations Bill, “regular 
section,” calls for more than doubling this amount. As originally 
drafted, the budget would be $175,000. The House added $50,000 
for a program of national advertising, making the total a new high 
of $225,000.

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Family Council Opens Way 


To Democracy in Home 


The democracy processes are the best way to run not only a 
government, but also a family. And a family council is probably 
the most effective way to bring democracy into the home. 

This is the opinion of Dr. Lillian Gilbreth, industrial engineer 


, and mother of the 12 children in “Cheaper by the Dozen,” who found 


such a family council invaluable in running her own household, 
“though the children often outvoted us.” 


Besides solving such imme- 
diate problems as food, shelter, 
clothing and storage, Dr. Gil- 
breth believes the Family Coun- 
cil is also an ideal body to set 
up the fundamental beliefs of 
the family, and its aims, ob- 
jectives and standards. 


“Once the family council sets

up its beliefs, it should formulate 
these beliefs into policies that 
will be a source of stability and 
serenity to the group as a 
whole,” says Dr. Gilbreth. 
“From the family policies, cer- 
tain standards can be formed,” 
she continues. “Maybe the stand- 
ard set by the family will be 
that of keeping up’ with the 
Jones.,If sb, the family as a 
whole should consider just what 
the Jones’ standards are, how 
much it will cost to keep up 
with them, and how desirable 
these standards really are. Or 
perhaps they will want to be 
the ‘Jones’ themselves, setting 
the standards for the others. 


“It may be that they will 
want to move into a neighbor- 
hood where the standards set 
by the Jones are their stand- 
ards, too, so it will be no trou- 
ble to ‘keep up,’” said Dr. Gil- 
beth. “Or perhaps they will want 
to live their own lives and be 
themselves. In this case, the 
family democracy must consider 
the votes of the younger mem- 
bers and be sure they aren't at 
that sensitive age when any 
variances from the conventional 
pattern are extremely painful.” 

Once standards and polictes 
have been set, the family coun- 
cil should select a home and 
set it up according to their 
own standards and aims, Dr. 
Gilbreth points out. 

“If a family enjoys being to- 
gether and doing things as a 
whole they will want their house 
to include a large family room,” 
says Dr. Gilbreth. “If they like 
to operate as individuals they 
will want more privacy, which 
means a number of smaller 
spaces. But the democratic 
processes should be used to 
solve the problem of shelter.”

A Fitting Key 
To Brotherhood

They were milling around in the crowd at The Tem 
Interfaith tea last week, two teachers invited to learn the tradition 
and doctrines of the Jewish faith, and had paused to remark on 
the exquisite holiday tables to one of the Jewish mothers. 


“I’m so glad you did this for us,” there was no self-conscious- 
ness in her voice. “You know, néver in my life have I known any- 
thing about the Jewish holidays, except there seemed to be so 
many of them. Now I know their meaning, some of the mystery 


is gone. .

churches, I mean. The Thanksgiving one and the gay, car- 
nival day that is something like Halloween and the Passover 
Supper.

can’t you?” 


The Jewish mother flashed a quiet smile, leaned over to pick 
up another plate of cakes to pass among the hundreds that 
thronged the recreation room of The Temple. 


“We thought,” she began and stopped, “. . 


. We knew that 


= it would be good to let the teachers know about our religion. It 
* is our fault that we haven’t told them before.” 


Unspoken between them was shadowy knowledge that Jewish 
children have been cruelly taynted, from time to time, by class- 
mates and even teachers who have not understood their reasons 
for variance in religious ceremonies. . 


It is a commonplace thing, they say, for Jewish children in 
the primary grades to feign illness a day or so before a holiday, 
so that they may conscientiously say they have been sick when 
the day of ceremony arrives ... to escape the skeptical questioning, 
or the silence that greets their request for excused absences. 


This silence, even more than cryptic remarks, is difficult to 
small ones who are filled with family joy at home, and must con- 
tain their enthusiasm for their festive gifts, their prayers, their 
foods, lest they be welcomed with hostility. 


The sad little tale of the teacher refusing to permit her 
Jewish pupils to participate in Christmas carols in her room 
because you do not believe in Jesus” is one that might 
require more than knowledge to wipe out. It might require 
regeneration, but even that is possible. 


Students who found shelter in the two Jewish institutions 
during the rebuilding of E. Rivers School have forever wiped away 
any feeling of strangeness and suspicion toward the Hebrew ritual. 


When they had decorated their little fir Christmas 
trees in the very heart of The Temple, at the behest of the 
congregation itself, the Rabbi invited them in to see the 
Chanukah, Feast of Lights, and in a sweetly told narrative, 
explained the meaning of the eight-branch candelabra. 


Letters of gratitude that have come to The Temple Sisterhood 
thanking them for the Interfaith tea have more than repaid the 
women for the labor of polishing gold and silver, pressing héirloom 
linens, and collecting the precious and scattered appointments for 


the display tables. 


It was a fitting way to begin Brotherhood Month, and they 


know it.

First-day registration of volun- 
teers for civil defense work here 
Tuesday was termed “definitely 
disappointing” by George M. 
“Pup” Phillips, director of civil 
defense for metropolitan Atlanta, 
who said the people of Fulton and 


DeKalb counties apparently didn’t 


realize the great need for civil de- 
fense organization. 


In calling for volunteers to reg- 


ister Wednesday through Friday,| 
he cited a letter from Carl H. | 
Chatters, executive director of the | 
American Municipal Association, 


who wrote Mayor Hartsfield: 


“The possibility of an attack 
seems much greater than the pub- 
lic realizes. Cities should complete 
their own civil defense organiza- 
tions at once... . The urgency ap- 
pears so great in the critical areas 
that I have no hesitation in urging 
each city in or near a target area 
to put matters of civil defense 
very high on its program.” 


Phillips stressed that Atlanta 
was one of the “target areas.” 

He said scattered reports from 
schools showed registration was 
“much lighter than expected.” 


“One school had no volunteers 
to register,” he noted. “Another 
had only seven and another just 
nine.” 

Mrs. J. C. Martin, chairman of 
the volunteer office, pointed out 
that volunteers were needed for 
13 different services, ranging from 
home nursing to clerical service. 
Volunteers may decide how much 
time they can donate. 

PTA members will man reg- 
{stration desks in most Atlanta, 
Fulton and DeKalb County schools 
from 9 to 11 a. m. and from 7 to 9 
p. m. Wednesday through Friday. 
Registration goal is at least 20,000 
volunteers from the Greater At- 
lanta area.
